2. The functions of the Committee will be to frame rules /regulations for the proper upkoop and 
maintenance of the monuments of national importance in the State and also to accord permissions for the 
orection /construction of anything nearabout the monuments protected by the Goviroment of India . 


3. The tenure of non -official members of this Committee will be for one year and the official 
members will hold their membership so long as they are not transferred from their present posting . Thc 
vacancy of a member will be filled in by the Government. 


4. The Headquarters of the Committee will be at Chandigarh or any other place decided by the 
Government from time to time. 


5. The Committee will meet quarterly but on the request of at least one -third members of the 
Committco a special mecting can be called for. The minimum quorum for holding a meeting will be four 
members . 


6. In the absence of the Chairman the Committee will meet under the Chairmanship of the Director 
of Public Instruction , Haryana, and he will use all powers vested under the Chairman . The Committee will 
send a report of its working to the Government of India through the Director of Archacology, Haryana. 
Tho T.A. & D.A. of the non -official members will be governed by the State Government letter No. 795 
Pol(5)-66/18 , dated the 1st April , 1967 . 


7. The expenditure involved will be debitable to the Head “ 27 - Scientific - B - Museums" and the 
Director , Public Instruction and Archaeology will function as Drawing and Disbursing Officer. The 
official members will get their T.A. & D.A. for attending the meeting of the Committoe from their own 
Departments,
